The  County  Board  of  Assessors,  com- 
’ommissioners  of  the  city 
Assessors  of  the  several 
townships,  met  on  Monday  to  tix  the  valua¬ 
tions  of  the  wards  and  townships  for  the 
county  lax 

As  required  by  law  each  assessor  pre¬ 
sented  a  schedule  showing  the  value  of  the 
real  estate  and  personal  property  in  his 
township  as  appraised  by  him,  and  the  as 
sessore  were  then  called  upon  to  make  oath 
that  the  valuation  returned  by  them  was  a 
full  and  fair  appraisal  of  the  property  in 
their  respective  wards  and  townships. 

Mr.  Joseph  K.  Oakes  construed  this  oath  to 
mean-  that  the  prtiperty  was  valued  at  its 
C  full  present  market  value,  and  refused  to 
take  the  bath!  The  assessors  then  ques 
tibneft  him  as  to  what  amount  should  be 
added  to  his  return,  and  he  explained  that 
he  believed  the  valuations  in  Bloomfield 
were  relatively  as  high  as  those  in  the  other; 
townships,  but  he  still  refused  to  take  oath,  J 
or  to  determine  what,  is  any,  change  should 
be  made  in  the  figures  returned  by  him. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  finally  ended  the 
matter  bv  increasing  the  valuation  of  Bloom-
